The Savannah Postofiice. 

Representative Lester had a talk with 
Cfléveland today about the Savannah post- 
office. Doyle's term is not out for a year, 
and Lester got little encouragemént that 
he would be removed before its expiration.

Cholera in Asiatie Turkcy. 

Surgeon General Wyman, of the marine 
hospital service, today received a dispatch 
from Mr. Newberry, the United States 
charge d'affaires at Constantinople, dated 
from Pera, relative to the cholera outbreak 
in Asiatic Turkey, which stated: “Latest 
news shows a rapid spread westward inte 
Mesapotamia trade routes. This will soon 
bring in the Mediterranean ports,” 

The Fishing Has Been Good. 

The official records of the postoflice de- 
partment shows that during the first three 
months of the present administration, ended 
June 3d, the total mumber of fourth-class 
postmasters appointed were 6,537, of which 
4,672 were to fill vacancies caused by res- 
ignations and death and 1,885 by removals. 
During the corresponding period in Mr. 
Harrison's administration the total num- 
ber appointed was 58,225, or 1,686 more 
than were appointed during the last three 
months. Of these 2,659 were to fill vacan- 
cies caused by resignations and death and 
5,567 by removals. The number of ap- 
pointments made on regisnations was, 
therefore, 2,013 greater during the first 
quarter of the present administration. than 
during the last.

The climax of the convention now rapidly 
approached. The duke of Veragua entered 
the hall and, amid a salvo of applause, was 
given a sent of honor in a box near the 
stage. Ele was accompanied by the duchess 
and others of his party. Their escort. Com- 
mander Dickinson, was in full uniform. 

It was at this interesting juncture ahat 
the nomination of McKinley was made. 
oClonel Dick Nevins, of Dayton, in an elo- 
quent address, put his name before the con- 
vention, and it was soon seconded by a 
dozen others. The nomination was by ac- 
clamation and went through with a rush, 
many of the delegates risivg to their feet 
end to the evident amazement of the ducal 
party. 

A committee was at once dispatched to 
notify the governor. 

In the interim Lieutenant Governor Har- 
ris was nominated. This was also by ac- 
clamation. 

Governor McKinley's entrance was the 
signal for a terrible outburst of applause, 
which he acknowledged with a character- 
istic modesty. 

The report of the coinmittee on resolutions 
was read. It was the usual endorsement 
of the party, of Harrison and of McKinley; 
endorsed some of the acts of the last legis- 
lature as a means of catching votes: and 
then, in its tariff plank, said: 

We favor the policy of full and adeauate 
protection to American labor and industries. 
The best exemplification of the principle of 
protection and reciprocity that has found ex- 
pression in the statutes is the McKinley act. 
We cordially declare our adhesion to the doc- 
trines and of the great measure, and favor 
such amendments thereto for protection as 
time and experience may show to be advisa- 
ble. | 

We condemn the Dill passed in the demo- 
cratic house of representatives of the last 
congress to place wool on the free list, as an 
unjust and ruinous attack on the agricultural 
industries of the country. We insist on such 
full and adequate protection for the wool in- 
dustry as will enable American farmers to 
supply the wool required by the United 
States. 

We endorse the action of the assembly that 
All tariff acts shall protect products of the 
farm as well as the products of the factory. 

The pension plank reads: 

We adhere to the republican policy of grant- 
ing pensions to the wounded and disabled 
union soldlers and sailors of the late war, and 
the widows and orphans of such as are de- 
eeased, and we condemn the unjust policy 
niready made manifest by the present demo- 
cratic administration. 

On the subject of finance, the platform 
says: 

We favor honest money, composed of gold, 
sliver and paper money at equal value and 
under national and not state regulation. ‘The 
financial honor of the country must be main- 
tained and its credit unimpaired. The weak 
and vacillating course of the present national 
administration in dealing with the nnancial 
situation meets our condemnation. 

We denounce the avowed purpose of the 
democratic party to repeal the prohibitory 
10 per cent tax on state bank issues, Its pur- 
pose is to abandon the present currency, es- 
tablished oy the republican party, the safest 
and best ever provided in any nation, and to 
supply its place with a currency issued un- 
der the authority of each one of our forty- 
four states, which can never be of uniform 
value.

STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST HER, 


But Bh@ Still Maintains Her Solf- 
Possessed Manner,

A HANDKERCHIEF PUT IN EVIDENCE 


Which Seemed to Annoy the Defendant 
GSome—The Witnesses for the Pros- 
ecution on the Stand.

New Bedford, Mass., June 8.—The court- 
hous@. was opened before the regular time 
this morning, and at the main entran® 
the indguisitive females who had swallowed 
theiribreakfasts hurriedly, or dispensed with 
them entirely, made oue of the prettiest 
rushes ever seen outside of college prem- 
ises, The local police were carried off their 
feet aid whirled atong with resistless force. 

Miss. Borden- was in her seut fifteen 
minutes before the court came in, and eager- 
ly looked over the contents of a big official- 
lookig envelope which she. afterwards 
passéd” to Governor Robinson. All her 
cougel were early on band.. Just as the 
cour§ came in and the criet was making 
his proclamation, Miss Borden was passed 
to # seut within the enclosure. She was 
obliged to stand almost beside Judge 
Bledgett while the crier was talking. ‘'I‘he 
first’ Witness called was Mrs. Churchill, 
the previous call for Dr. Bowen having 
been rescinded, but, she not being present, 
Dr. “Bowen was put on. 

Dr.. Bowen, the firet witness, stated 
nothing new, in the direct examination, 
except to deny that be hud ever said Mrs. 
Borden died of fright or in a faint. 
Cros#examination by Adams brought out 
the fact that the witness had prescribed 
morphine for the prisover to allay nervous 
excitement, first in ordinary doses, after- 
ward in double doses, continued to the time 
of -her arrest, and afterwards when in the 
station house and before the examination 
at thy inquest, and that the morphine pre- 
scribed had a tendency to affect the mem- 

| ory and produce hailucination. The ex- 
uminntion lasted a litte over an hour. 

Bridget Sullivan was reealled for re- 
cross-examination. She testified that she 
saw Lizzie in tears when she called her 
dvown- stairs just after the murder, and 
denied that she had ever stated so, as 
shown by her testimony in the preliminary 
hearing. 

Mrs. Churchill was next called. Nothing 
new deyeloped in Mrs. Churchill’s direct 
examination, but, in cross-examination, she 
told Robinson that Lizzie was so pale and 
excited after the murder that her appear- 
anc@ “attracted witness’s attention from 
the house.

Witness went 
out and came in again and saw Lizzie stand- 
lug near the cupboard door tearing or rip- 
plug & simall portion of the dress. ‘Ine 
skirt was lying on the shelf. Witness 
said: “I would not let anybody see you do 
that,’”’ to which “Lizzie said. nothing, but 
moved back a step to close the cupboard 
Moor. Afterwards witness said: “l am 
afraid the worst thing you could have doue 
was to burn that dress,” to which Lizzie 
replied: “Ob, why did you let me do it? 

iy didn’t you tell me?’ The dress was 
a cheap, light blue cotton, corded with small 
dark figures, which witness had once seen 
Lizzie wearing in the spring. 

Governor IJtobinson’s | cross-examination 
failed to shake Miss Russell's direct testi- 
mony. 

John Cunningham testified and the court 
took a recess. After the recess Cunning- 
ham was cross-examined and then George 
Allen, a policeman of Fall River, was 
ealled. On the morning of the. murder he 
went to the house. Vie went up to the 
Borden house on the run and picked up 
another policeman on the way. When he 
reached the sitting room Mrs, Churchill and 
Miss Russell were there, so was Dr. Bowen. 
The sheet had not yet been placed over the 
body of the dead man. He happened to 
pass the door and he thought he might as 
well examine the lock’ while he was there. 
He found a night lock and a bolt on the door. 
The door was both locked and bolted when 
he made the examination. When he saw 
Lizzie Borden that morning she was cool 
and self-possessed. There was a_ table 
three fect from the body, he said, and there 
was no trace of blood on it. 

That Bloody Handkerchief, 

Then came another surprise from the pros- 
ecution and one that caused the heavy, dull 
features of the defendant to grow ashy 
white. It was a handkerchief-dark and 
dirty and half destroyed. It lovked as if 
an attempt had been made to burn it. The 
careless way in which Assistant Attorney 
Moody brought the handkerchief into the 
case wis interesting in itself, He seemed 
to be about td sit down, having finished with 
the witness to all appearances. Then he 
walked back to the table. 

“Mr. Allen,” he said, “did you find any- 
thing while you were up stairs?” :

Dur- 
ing the time that the handkerchief was 
talked shout the prisoner picked at the tips 
of one glove with the other hand. When ex- 
Governor Robinson cross-examined Allep 
he did not ask a question about the bloody 
handkerchief. 

Officer Allen, together with Sheriff Wixon, 
ther testified to their search of the Borden 
premis.« after the murder. 

Then Officer Pleet was put on the stand. 
After corroborating their testimony he de- 
scrited his finding the handleless hatchet, 
produce! hy Mr, Moody in the opening. 
This hatchet wns found on the day Of the 
murder in the box next the chimney, “down 
in the cellar. Fragments of the handle 
showed f fresh hrenk and the iron was env- 
ered with ashes, The manner in which the 
ashes or dust anpeared in the ent indicated 
that an effort had been made to here the 
break *pnenr Jike on old one, Yntelde the 
eellar door was locked.

A RED-HOT REPORT 


Concerning the Way Tennessee Affairs Have 
Keen Conducted. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 8.—(Special.)—The 
legislative committee, which has _ been 
working on the books of the comptroller 
and treasurer for the past four months, 
completed its report this afternoon. I1t will 
go to the public printer tomorrow, and 
will make a book of one hundred pages. 

The report is probably the most selsa- 
tional document ever prepared in this 
state. Che grossest disregurd for law is 
charged against ex-Governor Buchanan, ex- 
Treasurer ldouse and ex-Comptroller Allen, 
composing the finding of the board for 
the two yeurs previous to last January. 
Vhis board paid out, it is charged, large 
aud illegal commissions to various persols 
to place $1,00U,000 of bonds, and then 
allowed Wolife, a New York broker, who 
had put.up,a forfeit to take the bonds, 
to slip his contract and take #ess than one- 
third of the number. ‘The other million Was 
ailowed to lie in the National Bank of 
the Iiepublic, brank Vorterticid. having 
power tu negotiate them, and, theretore, 
nuaving control of them. ‘Lhe comumiuttee 
aves not tind positively that these bonds 
were hypothecated by Porterfield, but says 
that Leoobins and Martin, of the trm of 
Dobbins & DVazey, swore that VDazey said: 
‘hose bonds have got to be redeemed.” 
The legislature, two years ago, appropriated 
$5,U0U for the survey of korker Deer canal, 
and there is no intelligeut record of how 
this money was spent. 

Co:wptroller Allen is scored for depositing 
state wiguey in banks in his own name, and 
also Governor Buchanan for allowing him to 
do so, he himself having signed the bill 
prohibiting such ‘action. ‘The direct 
tax conuission kept no record of the 
money they paid out or of the fees they 
kept. ‘The railroad tax assessors charged 
excessive expenses to the state in many in- 
stances, The treasurer disregarded the law 
prohibiting the deposit of state money in a 
bank to an amount exceeding one-fourth 
of its capital stock. In one instance more 
state money was in a bank than the bank 
had capital stock. 

A long list is given of officials who over- 
drew their salaries. It is shown that Judge 
Turney. on January 1, 1891, overdrew his 
salary by $100, and that this amount has 
never been paid back to the state. It is 
shown that House and Allen again and 
again violated explicit statutes, and that 
they handled the state’s money as if it grew 
on trees. *¢ 

The recommendations of the committee 
are that the governor proceed against these 
officers for all money they received above 
what the law allows. |

FAILURE IN CHATTANOOGA. 


D. B, Loveman Turned Over His Property to 
Creditors. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 8.—D. B. 
Loveman, oue of the leading dry goods 
merchants of the south, has failed. He 
named as assignees, Hon. H. Clay Evans, 
of Chattanooga, late first assistant postmas- 
ter general, and Louis Black, of Cieveland, 
O. The deed of trust conveys his entire 
estate, real and personal, including a nuim- 
ber of tracts of land in the city and suburbs. 
The preferred creditors and the amounts due 
them make up a list of thirty individuals, 
firms and corporations and an aggregate 
indebtedness of $131,786. In the list is 
the Central National Yank, of New York, 
for the sum of $25,00uU. 

In addition to the preferred creditors are 
the general creditors. chiefly in New York. 
The list has not yet been made public, but 
the amount will certainly be a heavy one. 
The assets, which will embrace everything 
that Mr. Loveman possesses, including 
the home and his household furniture, which 
are embraced in the trust deed, wil] aggre- 
gate over $350,000. All the loca banks 
and local ereditors are amply protected. 
The failure is due to the curtajment of 
credit by the stringency in financial cir- 
cles, failing business and poor collections, 
also to heavy losses sustained in a fire 
eighteen months go.

Henolula, June 1.—No one knows how or 
when, but the fact remains that the an» 
nexation party of Hawaii have settled it 
in their own minds that the United States 
is going to establigh a protectorate ovet, 
the islands. Annexation, except as some 
thing in the future, is not now discussed, 
and the cry, “annexation or nothing,” ie 
no longer heard. 

It is revorted tnat Minister Blount has 
dropped a hint that a protectorate is the 
proper thing to look for. If the constant 
protest of the royalists are to be believed, 
they have no intention of making a move 
until after the. decision of the United 
States is known. So far, Claus Speckels 
has not gained much by his efforts to em- 
barrass the government financially. Mine 
ister Of Finance Damon betrays no con- 
cern about the matter. Retaliation is now 
being ciscussed. There is talk of stopping 
the subtreasury of $1,000 per wonth paid 
the Speckels oceanic steamship line. There. 
Was a time when the Oceanic line was of 
great value to Hawaii. but now, that the 
new Canadian Pacifie line, the Pacifie 
Mail and the Occidental and Oriental] 
steamsiip companies make Honolula, they 
r do not now need the Uceanic. ? 

Honolula had a genuine dynamite scare 
last night. During a concert at the Ha- 
wailan hotel, at which most of the people 
of the town were assembled, policemen 
saw three persons acting in a suspicious 
manner near the ex-queen’s residence, 
When ordered to halt, two of them drove 
off in a hack and the third ran away inp 
the, darkness. Near where the man on 
foot was seen, the officers discovered three 
dynamite bombs and a small bottle of 
wereury. 

Company B, of the volunteers, was at 
once called out and gufirded the place all 
night. It is thought that the bombs were 
to have been used to blow up the barracks 
in which the provisional army was sleep- 
ing. President Dole, when seen, stated 
that he thought the finding of the bombs 
was proof of the reported conspiracy to 
restore the queen, as did Attorney General 
Smith.

A DIVIDED BENCH 


On the Question of Opening the World's 
Fair on Sunday. 


Chicago, June 8.—Judges Wood atid Jenkins, 
of the federal bench, ordered today that an 
injunction be issued restraining the official 
of the world’s fair from opening the gates 
of Jackson park on Sunday. Judge Grosscup 
dissented and in his finding recommended 
that the injunction be not- granted. For the 
first time probably in the history of 
United States district courts a bench of three 
judges failed to arrive at a majority finding, 
each of the two judges who granted the in- 
junction taking actions on widely diverging 
grounds and the dissenting judge differing 
radically from _ both. 

Judge Woods spoke first, and said that the 
court would pas# upop the motion for in- 
junction made by the United States against 
the World’s Columbian Exposition Company 
to compel it to close the gates on Sunday. 
He announced that he and his associates en- 
tertained different views on certain important 
apy and that each judge would formulate 
is ideas in an individual opinion. The ju- 
rist then read his own opinion, in which he 
concluded that Jackson park was lawfully de 
voted to exposition purposes, and that the 
injunction should be granted as prayed for, 
He found that the exposition had been, in 
fact, truned over to the control of the fed- 
eral government by its corporation and that 
the control was therefore in the government's 
coutrel. He held that the Sunday closin 
condition and the souvenir coin grant did 
net constitute a contract and the Sunday 
rule, having once been passed by the direc- 
tory and approved by the national commis 
sion, the directory bad no authority to re 
consider it. He held that congress had 6 
perfect right to withhold that portion of the 
souvenir coins which it retained, and that 
the people had no right of entry into the 
park because they had handed the govern- 
ance of entry over to the federal authority 
when they voted the issue of $5,000,000 of 
bonds for the purpose of the exposition. 

Judge Jenkins, after reciting in his opiniog 
all the éfrly history of the fair and the leg- 
islation affecting it, took the ground thag 
the government had only a qualified posses 
sion of the exposition, but said the cas@ 
did not hinge op that question: He held that 
the Sunday closing condition was not a ques- 
tion of creed or religions belief, but a mate 
ter of scientific research, that man required 
one day in the week for rest and that this 
has been recognized by the United Stateg 
almost every since thefr formation. He 
claimed that the resolution of the directory 
to pay back the money received out of the 
souvenir appropriation was no tender at all 
and denies that the state authorities had any 
right whatever to take jurisdiction of the 
case brought for an injunction to compel the 
directory to open the fair on Sundays, 
He concluded by recommending that. the 
injunction should issue. 

Judge Grogseup said that the commission- 
ers had jurisdiction over the exhibits, the 
awarding of prizes and they also had a 
right to modify, but not make rules. In his 
opinion the commioners had a sort of super- 
visions! power over rules made by the direc- 
tors He said that he did not look upon the 
$5,000,000 or any donations as gift, but as 
a contract between the United States and the 
local corporation. He said that if the 
commission had charge of the exposition, as 
claimed, it was the first instance in which 
he had every known of the donor making 
himself a donation. In his opinion the na- 
tional government gave the money to the ex- 
position for the purpose of protectifig its ne 
tional honor and that, in his opinion, it wag 
a coutract made for the simple purpose of 
protecting its national honor.

WITH KNIFE, HOE AND PISTOL 


The Convict Attacks the Guard and Is

The con- 
victs held their hands over the trigger and 
kept the gun from firing. 

Graham cursed Cason and said he would 
Gill him, but he failed to do so.

Hie has a history that reads like a ro- 
mance. Jn 1SGd, when only four years 
of age, he rambled over the hills of his 
native mountain home, happy and contented, 
until some bad motive in the breast of an 
unknown party prompted him to steal 
the boy and bear him far away from home, 
relatives and friends.

While it is too soon, of course, to ad- 
vyocate in dead earnest the claims of any 
one democrat as against all others who 
may aspire to the position, still there 
can be no objection to Kindly mention 
of their friends by any of our neighbors, 

The only criticism we feel like inter- 
posing is to the disposiffon of some of 
our contemporaries of the state press 
to assume without question that Senator 
Colquitt is not to be considered when 
the time comes for choosing his success- 
or. Not that his senatorial carecr, in 
whole or in part, is beimg commented 
upon adversely, but it seems to be taken 
for granted in some quarters, that his 
attack of last summer. will either re- 
sult in his death at an early day or in 
60 complete and permanent a disability 
as to debar him from entry in another 
senatorial race. 

We submit that this distinguished 
Georgian is entitled to more considera- 
tion from Georgia newspapers. His 
faithful and effictent service in war and 
in peace forbids so summary and final 
a disposition. It will be time enough 
to drop him altogether from public life 
when he shall say so, and we feel safe 
in saying that he will say so emphatical- 
ly whenever, in his judgment, he is no 
longer able to be the capable and zeal- 
ous representative of the people he has 
been for the last ten years In the United 
States senate. 

In writing about these things it is 
impossible to forget that Senator Col- 
quitt’s disability was ineurred in de- 
fense of his state as directly as if he 
had been wounded at the head of his 
brigade. On Mareh 4, 1S89, for the 
first time in fourteen Years, the republi- 
cans controlled president, senate and 
house of representatives. During the 
whole of that fifty-first congress, from 
1889 to 1891, Senator Brown was con- 
fined at home by illness and unable to 
go to Washington. In these two years 
with force bills at both ends of the eapt- 
tol, when the south had more at stake 
than at any time since reconstruction, 
reorgia had Colquitt alone to represent 
her in the senate. In the first session 
of the fifty-second congress, Senator 
Gprdon's health was so precarious that 
he was seldom in his seat, and Colquitt 
again shouldered the burden and as- 
sumed the responsibility. Three seg- 
sions of this continuous strain brought 
on the stroke of last July. The reeol- 
lection of {ft should be sufficient for us 
to permit the senator himself to dis- 
pose of his own case in his own time 
and in his own way. 

As the campaign for senator will not 
open for months, there cannot very well 
be candidates. for some time to come, 
but if there are, it may be assumed 
that Senator Colquitt fs as much in the 
race as any one—at Teast until he as- 
sures the people to tfie contrary.

Editor Constitution—You state tn your ed.- 
Itorial on silver, 5th instant, that “sixty-four 
cents’ worth of silver sent to India is coined 
into rupees worth something more than a 
dollar, for the coinage ratio is 15 to 1. In 
other words, the Indian producer gets an 
equivalent of more than a dollar in gold for 
the commodity that the American producer 
is compelled to sell for 64 cents.” che 

Will you please explain why speculatt 
fails to equalize the value of ‘us bullion 
just as it does cotton, wheat and other 
products in the several nations? I. there 
any specific law that bars speculation. jf 
80, where and how is it enforced ? 

Our correspondent must pereeiye that 
if cotton, wheat and other products 
were deprived of their chief use and 
function by the United States and the 
principal nations. of Europe, specula- 
tion would have little or no effect on 
their price. The illustratton is sugges- 
tive merely, and is not intended to coy- 
er the case. In fact there is no illus- 
tration that fits so well as the plain 
fact itself—the fact. that the banking 
interests of a dozen nations have robbed 
oe people of more than half the money

controlled by London bankers and Busi- 
ness. men. + These buy India council 
bills. or rupee paper at a discount equal 
to the difference between the price. of 
gold and silver, and this difference con- 
stitutes their profits. With the rupee 
paper thus bought they purchase wheat 
and cotton in India, where the bills, 
representing silver rupees, are aS good 
as gold, and this wheat and cotton 
comes in competition with American 
wheat and cotton, and our farmers are 
compelled to take for their products the 
relative price which the British traders 
pay for India council bills, or rupee 
paper. This process not only robs the 
American producers, but gives a bounty 
to their competitors in India. 

Having shown clearly why silver does 
not flow to India in a sufficient volume 
to have an influence on the price of the 
bullion, it remains to anticipate the ar- 
gument that free coinage in the United 
States would not have :m influence on 
the market price of bullion in Europe, 
The agents and organs of the gold trust 
declare that free coinage of silver here 
will not add to the price of bullion in 
the European market. But this is a 
question that would be answered by 
common sense if it had not already been 
answered by experience—especially the 
experience of France. 

We have said that bullion silver can 
go to any country only through the reg- 
ular channels of trade. It cannot flow 
direct to India from the United States, 
which is a silver producing country, for 
the reason that the trade relations of 
the two countries do not admit of it. 
England is the middle man between the 
two countries. On the other hand, there 
are no middlemen between the United 
States and the [European nations, and 
with free coinage of silver here, the 
small amount of bullion held in those 
countries would instantly respond fn 
price to the uplifting power of the law 
restoring silver to its use and function as 
fi money metal. 

When the Sherman act was about to 
become a law, and before the effect of 
its provisions could be practically un- 
derstood, silver rose to $1.09 an ounce 
in New York, and the price of bullion 
in London made instant response. These 
facts sweep away the whole fallacious 
argument of the organs of the gold 
trust that silver bullion .n Europe would 
not respond to the lifting of the value 
here. 

The “expert financiers” say that the 
law eannot impart value, and this is 
true enough when the statement is un- 
derstood, but the law ean restore to 
silver bullion its use and employment 
as 2 money metal, and this, by increas- 
ing its use, increases its value until It 
reaches the market price, or ‘ratio, fixed 
by the law.

Killed in Battle. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal shows 
that Governor McKinley was rather 
careless in the battle statistics preseut- 
ed in his Indianapolis address. 

Speaking of the morttity in differ- 
ent wars, the governor said that enly 
22 000 lives were lost in the revolution 
and that more than that number had 
fallen in a single day in our civil war. 
This would lead people to believe that 
several hundred thousand soldiers were 
killed. On the contrary, official figures 
show that only 67,058 federals lost their 
lives in battle, and 43,012 more died of 
their wounds. 

As a rule, the mortality was not 
heayy in our battles. At Gettysburg 
the federal loss was 3,070 killed in the 
three days’ fight. At the first battle of 
Bull Run the federals lost 470 killed. 
The fact that the pumber of men re 
ported lost is much larger has caused 
people to suppose that many thousand 
were killed. The federals lost more than 
20,000 men at Gettysburg, but oniy 
one-seventh of that number died on the 
field. 

Now, as the federals had over 2,000,- 
000 soldiers, fiyst and last, in the war 
for the union it follows that only about 
one in twenty was killed or died of his 
wounds in four years’ service. That is 
not a very high death rate. Indeed, 
it appears from these figures that it is 
no more dangerous to go to war chan 
it is to engage In many peaceful occupa- 
tions at home. It is all nonsense to 
suppose that in every great battle men 
are slaughtered by tens of thousands. 
The official figures on the union side 


of our war show that this is a mistake. 
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A Change for the Better. 

The outtlow of gold .uas practically 
ceased, 

It is a long lane that hus no turning, 
and we have at last reached the turning 
point. The monetary flurry in London 
is over and Europe is forced by her 
drought to take large quantities of 
American wheat. There is an increas- 
ing foreign demand for our raw material 
and jnanufactured products, and = since 
the middle of May exporters find it dif- 
ficult to engage freight room on the 
vessels going to Europe. exchange is 
lower than it was «a month ago, and 
there are unmistakable indications of a 
change that will put the ‘balance of 
trade in our favor. 

From now on, it is predicted by close 
observers of the situation, that the coun- 
tries over the sea will be sending back 
all the gold they have drawn from us, 
and hundreds of millions more, to pay 
for their purchases. Nor will this turn 
in our favor be only temporary. Europe 
has short crops this year, and she more- 
over has 2v.000.000 soldiers on a war 
footing who will have to be fed and 
Clothed. The withdrawal of this enor- 
mous host of able-bodied men from all 
lines of productive industry will neces- 
sarily increase the demand for our food 
stuffs, cotton, wool and leather, and 
other products which they will be com- 
pelled to buy from us, 

These encouraging signs of the times 
should inspire hope and contidence. 
With the exception of the west, this 
country’s financial and commercial in- 
stitutions are upok a remarkably sound 
und in the west it will be a 
positive benefit to get rid of shaky bank- 
ing concerns, overboomed towns and 
greedy lind loan companies. Things 
are adjusting themselves to suit a new 
and a brighter business era, and in yiew 
of the financial and tariff reform legis- 
lation whieh an extra session of con- 
gress will begin to map out in Septem- 
ber there is every reason to look for 
good fimes, a revival of commerce and 
industry and an easy money market. 
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It seems that we have given the British

Hill received several friends yesterday, 
but strict orders were given to allow no 
one to see him without Hill first gave his 
permission.

THE ORDINANCE IS A LAW NOW. 


A Very Interesting Interview with Captain 
Bob Lowry About Alien School 
Teachers— The Law Signed, 


—— 


The Ordinance requiring all persons hold- 
ing office for the city of Atlanta to live 
in the city became a law yesterday when 
Mayor Goodwin put his signuatere in a+- 
proval to it. 

Now, it is an interesting question to the 
office holders “where am I living?’ 

There is a great deal of interest 4n this 
law among the people of Atlanta. The 
ordinance seems to have passed by up to 
date with but little attention on the part 
of the newspapers but, now that the law 
has come to take effect the people are talk- 
ing about it. They are wondering where 
the law started, who Was the author of 
it, and what was the direct intention of it? 

Here is the ordinance as it passed the 
council last Monday and as it was signed 
up by the mayor yesterday; 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council, That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance no department or officer 
of the government of Atlanta shall elect, ap- 
point or employ for service, or continue in 
service, any person who is not a bona fide 
citizen of said city of Atlanta, where the 
work of service is to be performed entirely 
or chiefly within said city unless the consent? 
of the mayor and general council is first ob- 


tained. 
°. Be it further ordained, That all 


Sec. 
ordinances in conflict with this ordinance 


are hereby repealed. 

A Constitution representative called at 
the office of the city clerk yesterday and 
asked for the origin of the ordinance. 

Mr. Charley Rice stated that the law 
Was originated by a labor organization in 
Atlanta, the name of which he could not 
recall, but said that a committee from that 
organization appeared before Mayor Good- 
win and offered the suggestion to him. 
Mayor Goodwin talked about it before 
several members of the council in an off- 
handed way, and some of them thought it 
Was a good measure. In this way some 
member of the council brought the thing 
out in a subsequent meeting and it was re- 
ferred to the committee on finance and 
employment. The committee to which it 
was referred liked the idea, and in this 
way the thought that had been originated 
by the labor organization came to take 
shape as an ordinance. The ordinance was 
framed by the finance committee and sub- 
mitted to the general council. The general 
council passed it and thus it becomes a 
law. 

What Will It Do? 

The ordinance will bring about some 
changes among the holders of office under 
the city authorities. 

There seems to have been a great deal 
of trouble along ‘this line lately. Particu- 
larly is this felt among the teachers of the 
city schools where the custom of drawing 
pay from Atlanta ‘and living out of the 
city is most glaringly observed. 

Captain Bob Lowry was the author of 
a resolution based upon the stipulations of 
this same ordinance that passed in the 
board of education the other day. 

When Captain Lowry was seen 
and asked what was the motive be 
hind his step and what was the evil that 
he was aiming at he said: 

“Well, it is simply this. There are count- 
less numbers of poor women and deserving 
ones, too, in Atlanta who are clamoring 
for positions in our public schools. They 
ure well equipped with sufficient education 
to teach and are in every Way thoroughly 
qualified. Instead of having them im the 
schools making a good living thty are out 
of the positions and instead of them the 
teachers of Atlanta’s schools in many in- 
stances are residents of other but neighbor- 
ing communities. 

“This is a palpable wrong to those who 
live in Atlanta, pay their taxes here, do 
their trading here and at the same time 
are just as well qualified to teach as the 
teachers who live out of Atlanta and 
draw their money out of Atlanta’s pocket 
to spend in other towns close by. Why, we 
have several teachers who live in Decatur, 
and who come to town as the days pass 
by just to teach their classes and then go 
back in the afternoon and are at home. 
When the tinie comes for them to pay 
their taxes they don't come to Atlanta’s 
officials and hard it in, but go to the au- 


thorities of Decatur and DelXalb county. 


“Atlanta ought to get her teachers from 
out her own population for they will spend 
their salaries here, will pay their taxes 
into the general fund, thus helping to sup- 
port the schools in which they teach. Well, 
their taxes go now to the support of the 
schools but others are drawing the salaries 
ag teachers. 

“Don’t you see this is all wrong? That 
is why I introduced the resolution in the 
meeting of the’ board of education and 
that is why I favor giving Atlanta offices 
to Atlanta people. 1 spoke with Mayor 
Goodwin about the resolution before I in- 
troduced it, and he thought it was the 
proper thing to do as the city eouncil had 
taken steps in the same direction.” 

It is reasonable to suppose that some 
of Atlanta’s office Wolders will come in 
from the suburbs now, or else give up the 
snap.

The Notes Will Be Shown to the Grand 
Jury This Morning-Judge Marshall 
Clarke Issueda Special Subpena. 


Banker J. R. Tolleson did not show his 
notes to the grand jury yesterday morning 
and neither is he now boarding at Hotel 
Sulton along with the other distinguished 
personages who have sought refuge behind 
its walls. 

And all this would seem éo indicate that 
Tolleson in his own heady way knows just 
a little more about the law than the grand 
jury that is now seeking to make him sub- 
servient to their wishes. Mr. Tolleson has 
said all along that whenever the grand 
jury called upon him in a legal manner 


to show his notes he would do so, but until | 


then the notes would not be produced, 

Tuesday he was served with an ordinary 
subpena to appear before the grand jury 
and on Wednesday morning when he en- 
tered the grand jury room was confronted 
with the request to deliver to the grand 
jury the notes alleged to have the forged 
signature of Mrs. [TFannie L. Porter at- 
tached» The little banker politely informed 
the grand jurors that he would not comply 
with their request. He was then given 
until yesterday morning by Solicitor Hill 
to appear before the august tribunal of 
I‘ulton county with the six notes wanted. 

At 10 o’clock yesterday morning, in com- 
pliance with the wish of the grand jury, 
Mr. ‘Polleson was pacing serenely up and 
down the hallway near the grand jury room, 
but not a note did he have to turn over 
to the grand jurors. He was called into 
the room and the spectators stood outside 
and awaited the outcome of the tilt between 
banker and jury with interest. It was ex- 
pected every moment to see Mr. Tolleson 
turned out of the grand jury room and 
delivered into the hands of the sentinel 
bailiff. 

But no such thing occurred. : 

Nothing unusual seemed to be occurring 
within and when the banker finally came 
out it was with the same little nervous 
smile upon his face. 

The result of his interview Mr. Tolleson 
had no hesitation in telling. He exhibited 
the following subpena, type-written:

Mrs. Jeffer, a Kusstan Woman, Arrested for 


Cheating and Swindling. 

There was an interesting scene enacted in 
Judge Orr's court yesterday afternoon. 

lt was the trial of Mrs. Jeffter, a Russian 
woman, Who wWhs charged with the offense of 
cheiting and swindling. 

She bad been arrested the evening before by 
Mr. Charley Boyles, one of the buailiffs of 
Judge Orr's court, and her arrest created a 
lively sensation. It was about 9 o’cleck when 
the bailiff called on Mrs. Jeffer, who resides 
wn Decatur street, with the warrant in his 
hand.

HIS FATHER'S GHOST 


Is What Crazy Officer Ramph Says He 
Is and Has Been Dead 20 Years. 


HE. TALKS OF GRAVES AND GHOSTS. 


Carried to Milledgeville by Two Patrol- 
men—A Crazy Negro Woman Bites 
a White Man’s Ear, 


Securely bound and held between two 
strong patrolmen, Special Cemetery Officer 
George W. Rumph, still wearing his blue 
police uniform and his snow white hair and 
beard disbevelled and uncombed, was car- 
ried from the police station to the train 
which was to carry him to the state insane 
asylum at Milledgeville yesterday afternoon. 

Patrolman W. if. Whitley, the strongest 
officer on the force, and *Patrolman Nor- 
man were detailed by Chief Connolly to 
escort the insane officer to the asylum, — 

RKumph is past sixty years of age, and his 
hair and beard are as white as snow, but 
he is remarkably strong, and day before 
yesterday when he was carried before the 
ordinary on a writ of lunacy six patrolmen 
had to be detailed to take charge of him. 
He is extremely violent and tries to kill 
every ohne who comes about him. 

Dead people, graves, ghosts, undertakers 
and other ghastly subjects seem to have 
wovea a spell over the mind of the crazy 
guard, who for eight years has spent his 
life among the graves at Oakland. He con- 
stantly swears death to all undertakers, 
and makes frequent references to the graves 
of the two Force sisters, who were killed 
by Miss Julia Force. He is suffering under 
the extraordinary and peculiar delusion that 
he is his own father, and says he has been 
dead twenty years. His life among the 
graves has left its gruesome influence upon 
him, and has so weighed upon his mind as 
to drive him insane. 

The officers say he is the most violently 
insane man ever confined in the police sta- 
tion. Since he was locked up three nights 
ugo he has been raving constantly, raising 
deafening echoes throughout the prison by 
his loud cries. He wants to kill every one 
who comes around him. Up to last Sunday 
he was on duty, and before that time was 
rerarded as being thoroughly, sound men- 
tally. 

Was This Woman Insane? 

Julia Waters, a tall mulatto, who is well 
educated, was found in the rear of Ira and 
Windsor streets early yesterday morning in 
a perfectly wild condition and divested of 
nearly all of her clothing. 

The woman acted in a wildly insane man- 
ner and fought the officers furiously. She 
had succeeded in arousing the entire vicinity 
by her cries and curses, and it was said that 
she had attacked and bit a white man on 
the ear in a very ugly way. In her frenzy 
she had torn her clothing from her body, 
and was running up and down the street 
velling and cursing wildly. It required the 
eombined efforts of Patrolmen Jolly and 
Brannan to earry the woman to the signal 
box, as she fought and pulled back all the 
way. She kicked and scratched the officers 
and became so obstreperous that Patrolman 
Jolly found it necessary to use his billy on 
her head. 

Before Recorder Calhoun yesterday af- 
ternoon she appeared to have regained her 
senses, and denied that she hal been drunk, 
One or &vo witnesses swore that the woman 
was crazy, but Judge Calhoun thought 
whisky had a great deal to do with the-at- 
tack and fined her $25 and costs.

The site selected for the new engine house 
is one of the most desirable in the city, and 
the city was in great luck to find such a 
suitable and convenient place for a fire de- 
partment station. It is located at the cor- 
ner of Wheat street and the Boulevard, and 
commands a splendid yiew of he city. It is 
higher than, the lots surrounding, and cap 
be seen from the city very plaily. It is 
on the southeastern corner of Wheat and 
the Boulevard and is 41x100 feet. 

I‘or some time the firemasters and G@hief 
Joyner have had their eyes on this lot, and 
they have been quietly casting lines for it. 
It was the property of Mr. James Campbell, 
and was highly valued by him. Through 
patient negotiations the firemasters yester- 
day succeeded in getting Mr, Campbell ‘to 
offer the lot to the city for $3,000, which 
was the price agreed upon, and it will be 
paid by the city. The trade was consum- 
mated yesterday morning and the necessary 
legal transfers were drawn. 

Chief Joyner was in high spirits yesterday, 
over the purchase of the lot, as it brings in 
sight what he has been contending for—a 
new engine house. It is located in a sec- 
tion of the city which really needs fire pro- 
tection.

The building will be modelled after No. 8 
engine house, on Peters street. This is the 
newest of the fire engine houses and is built 
after the latest styles in architecture. No, 
6 will be supplied with the same machinery 
for fighting fire as No. 5, and nine firemen 
will be stationed there. Work on the build- 
ing will not begin until after the summer 
months, and it will be the latter part of 
this year or early next year before the new 
station will be ready for business.

PheDay on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 8—There wasa decidedly stronger 
tone to specuiation at the stock exchange today, and 
ap improved feeling in financial circles generally, 
owing to the further decliae in sterling exchange, 
which has put astop to gold exports, and the more 
cheering news from Chieago. London purchased be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,090 shares of various stocks, and 
there were moderate buying orders for local invest- 
ment account. The advance in prices was equal to 4 
@2 per cent in the general list, while Manhattan rose 
8% per cent to 128s. Lake Shore, General Electric, 
Louisville and Nashville and Sugar were elso conspic- 
uousintheimprovement. Western Union was raided 
at one time during the morniug from 824s down to $14, 
but the stock subsequently rose to 83. During the af- 
¢ernoon National Cordage, which was previously ad- 
vanced from 12% t6 144, dropped to 12 on reports that 
the organization plan would assess the holders $10 per 
share. Reading at the same time developed marked 
weakness and sold down from 13 to 16.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Our market has been 
feverish, but on the whole strong. The 
strength is due almose entirely to the cover- 
ing of shorts and not to any favorable financial 
developments. The runs on various banks in 
the west, especially f2 Chicago, seem about 
over and we are now settiing down to the 
actual situation which will be one of contract- 
ing and liquidation until the currency ques- 
tion is settled and contidence returns. It is 
true that the conditions are somewhat im. 
proved by the heavy exports of cereals, which 
practically ends gold shipments for the pres- 
ent and will materially alter the balance of 
trade if the shipments continue. We do not 
think, however, that European financiers are 
in such shape ag to warrant any great specu- 
lative purchases of our grain, but we think, 
on the contmary, that they will buy only as 
they use. Every liitle counts. however, and 
there is no doubt the shipments and a eon- 
tinuance of them would assist us materially.

The benefits 
would come-indirectly by building up the 
town, thus building up each man’s trade. 
It Was an investment true, but 
not one to clip actual coupons on. Tend 
money. Get it back with no income of big 
jnterest direct, but on the face value of 
the loan.. The interest Would come in an- 
other shape—the shape ef indirect advan- 
taves. 

Some Opposition to This Plar.

The Resolution for Operation. 

Here is the full text of the resolution: 

Kesolved, ‘hat we tavor the orgunization of 
au Atlgnta manufacturers’ asgociation, the 
capital stuck of Which shall not be less than 
$50,000, nor mere than $500,000, to be divided 
into shares of stock of $50 each; the object 
of said assocjation tg be to aid manufacturing 
industries desiring to locate here by such 
encouragement and co-operation as can be 
properly and gafelg exiended to them by 
loaning. Money at a small rate of interest, 
taking stock in the same, etc., after careful 
aud diigent inquiry into the merits ef each 
by committees of able and competent men, 

Resoived further, That a committee of 
thirty-six shall be + etree by the chairman 
of this meeting and announced through the 
daily 88, On charter, organization and sub- 
scriptions, said committee to report to future 
meetings to be called by the chairman of this 
meeting. 

Resoived further, That at the close of said 
future meeting to be called as above provided 
for, the aggregate subscriptions shall be as- 
certained and a charter for the amount of the 
cupital stock of the same applied for, if said 
uggregate is as much as $50,000, and subscrip- 
tions sBall only be binding when as ‘much as 
$50,000 is subscribed for. Subscriptions shall 
be paid In monthly installments of § 
share and such payments shall begin at such 
time as the board of directors, when consti- 
tuted, shall prescribe. 

Resolved further, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that greater results can be ac- 
complished if subscriptions to the amount of 
$500,000 can be obtained, and we commend to 
the people of Atlanta and vicinity this organt- 
gation on this basis, and express the senti- 
ment that subscriptions should be general by 
those able to subscribe, as a great movemen 
for the public benefit should not be confine 
to a few. 

Resolved further, That in addition to the 
manifold advantages of our city as a manu- 
facturing and distributing pojnt by Treason 
of centrality of situation, rallway connections, 
proximity to coal supply, climate and health 
record. ete., a still greater advantage is now 
afforded by the new and great water sunply 
to be turned on in a few weeks, and which 
can be supplied in unlimited quantity and at 
reasonable rates to all manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

A Committee of One Hundred. 

When the general resolution was read, 
Mr Haas moved that a-committee of 100 
be appointed to collect. subscriptions ac- 
cording to the plans set forth in the resolu- 
tions. 

This motion was carried, and a commit- 
tea was appointed to assist the chairman 
in the work of selecting that committee. 
Tt will be appointed today, and will be 
called to meet very soon. 

In this brief and determined way, the 
committee knuckled dawn to business in 
dead earnest, after a free expression of 
opinion, and will rush the solicitors out 
early next week over the-city one hundred 
strong. 


THE COUNTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Nothing Done by the Committee at the 
Meeting as to Holding a Primary. 

The Fulton county democratic executive 
committee prefers to take no hand in the 
election of a legislator to fill the place made 
vacant by the resignation of Mr. Harvey 
Johuson, so far as planning any special 
method as to how the election shall be con- 
ducted is concerned. 

At the meeting of the committee held yes- 
terday afternoan at the city courtroom, in 
the courthouse, it seemed to be the general 
opinion ‘of those present that no primary 
should be called just yet, anyhow, and if 
anything developed later to necessitate a 
primary or mass meeting, them will be time 
to order one. 
Mr. Morris Brandon, chairman of the 
executive committee, said before the meet- 
ing was called to order vesterday, that he 
had seen best to call the members together 
for the purpose of discussing the matter if 
for nothing more than this. 

“Things might have jogged lazily along 
otherwise and the interest in the electiou 
been so slight as to allow a republican to 
steal upon us and get in, and then we 
would have been sorry that we had held no 
meeting, and all of the responsibility would 
really have rested on me for not having 
ealled the committee together to consider 
the matter. 

“Whether it is best to have a primary, 
or not, 1 don’t say. It is with this commrt- 
tee to say. Yet, I could not get my consent 
to allow the election to draw near without 
having an expression of opinion as to the 
method of electing our democratic candidate 
for the race.”

There Is No Defect in the Law as It 
Now Stands. 


THE VERDICTS AGAINST CORPORATIONS 


Are Due to Such Causes as Prejudice and 
to the Methods Resorted to in the 
Practice-Lawyers Talk, 


Is there any radical wrong in the jury 
laws? 

The question which was sprung by Cap- 
tain English the other afternoon is taking 
on additional interest and the area of its 
discussion is every day increasing. 

This is the problem as it now gtando: 


~The juries of this country are granting 


too many verdicts in favor of parties who 
have no color of right to recover and the 
tendency of this evil is to undermine the 
strength of corporations and to bring about 
a serious plight in the financial situation of 
the country. 

Nearly all of the railroads are embar- 

rassed on account of the heavy suits which 
have entailed upon them immense losses 
and which have resulted in throwing many 
of them into the courts of the land. 
_ AS Capiain English expresses it, “the 
juries are taking from the man who has 
for the purpose of giving to the man who 
has not and who is too lazy to work.” 

Now the guestion arises, in yiew of the 
injury which the corporations of the coun- 
try are sustaining, is there any defect iu 
the law which governs the selection of 
juries? 

How the Jury Is Selected. 

The most direct way of answering this 
question is to quote from the code of this 
State such puragraphs as are pertinent to 
the subject. 

Section 3910 (d) of the code reads as 
foll-ws: “Commissioners in each county 
in this state appointed by the presiding 
judge of the superior court and constituting 
the jury commissioners, shall revise the list 
and shall select from the books of the tax 
receiver upright and intelligent men to serve 
as. jurors and shall write the names of the 
persons so selected on tickets as required by 
law. It shall be the duty of said jury com- 
missioners to select from these a sufficient 
nugiber, not exceeding two-fifths of the whole 
number of the most experienced, intelligent 
and upright to serve as grand jufors and 
the jurors left after such second selectiou 
shall constitute traverse jurors.” 

he next paragraph of the same section 
provides lurtwer Luae “said jury vommission- 
ers shall pluce the tickets containing the 
mules ol Lae grand jurors in a box to be pro- 
Vided al the public expense, which box saall 
cUMLAIL aparuments maurkeu Nou. 1 and No. LZ, 
frou Which thie prabd jurors shail be 
drawn as LOW provided by law and said 
jury shall place uckets of traverse jurors in 
a separate box to wil: Lhe jury pox now 
id Use or volber similar bou, irom which 
traverse Jurors shull be drawu as now 
provided by law.”’ 

Secuion $V11 provides the manner in which 
the juries shail be drawn from the box. 
term, in open court, shall unlock said box 
and break the seal and cause to be drawn 
from apartment one not less than eighteen 
bur more than thirty names to serve as 
grand jurors at the next term, cll of which 
hames, as well as the names drawn to 
serve as petit jurors, as heripafter provided 
for shall be deposited in department two, 
and when all the names shall have been 
drawn out of apartinent one, then che 
drawings shall commence from No. 2 and 
the tickets be returned to No. 1 and so on 
alternately, and no name so deposited as 
aforesaid in said box shall, on any pre- 
tense whatever, be thrown out of said box 
or destroyed, except when it is satisfactorily 
shown to the judge that the juror is dead or 
removed from the county or otherwise dis- 
qualified by law.” 

This is the law on the subject, which 
shows the careful manner in which the ju- 
ries are selected. 

Jadge Audy Calhoun Has a Word. 

“The difhculty is not in the law,’ said 
Judge Andy Calhoun yesterday, “tor the 
law is well nigh perfect. It is found in 
the weakness of the individual juror and 
to a greater extent in the pumber of shys- 
ats Who make it a point to stir up litigation 
and to bring all manner of cases into the 
courts. ‘This is wherein the diltliculty lies 
in my judgment.” 

“What do you consider the remedy for 
it?’ the question was asked, 

“The only remedy which I can suggess 1s 
in a pronounced public sentiment. This 
sentiment should be more in sympathy with 
the corporations, 1 think, than it is at pres- 
ent. ‘Lhe opposition to wealthy institutions 


is too great when we consider the benefit 


which the country derives from them. Such 
antagonism is to a large extent the cause 
of verdicts against the railroads and other 
corporations. 

“This sentiment should also frown upon 
the practice on the part of shysters, who 
seek to stir up litigation in a round-about 
way, by sending out runners and inducing 


parties to sue who would otherwise never 


The discussion which has been started by 
lies right here, and is caused by lawyers 
bringing their worthless suits infO court 
for the purpose of taking advantage of the 
opposition existing between the individual 
I believe the practice 
is worse here than in any other part of the 
state, but 1 believe that even here the prac- 
tice is improving and we have fewer cases 
now that do not properly belong in court 
than ever before. Public sentiment has 
already accomplished the way 
of reform.”

Other Lawyers Talk, 

The prevailing opinion among the lawyers 
coincides with the position taken by Judge 
Jalhoun. , 
seep here is no trouble with the law,” said 
a well-known attorney yesterday, “and if 
the bar association will do its duty in keep- 
ing out such men from the profession who 
have no business in the practice of law, 
much of the evil complained of will be re- 

moved.” 

The difficulty seems to be in the lawyers 
and not in the law, If public sentiment will 
rise up and put a stop to the practice of 
bringing improper suits into court and of 
stirring wp litigation the number of verdicts 
will be reduced with the number of cases. 
It will then be time to work upon the minds 
of the jury in teaching them to deal out 
equal justice between men and corporations 
as between man and man. 

This is the position taken by the leading 
attorneys of the city. 

The discussion which has been started gy 
Captain English will no doubt have a ben- 
eficial result in bringing abont the public 
sentiment that is necessary to correct the 
evil as it now exists. ee

48 THEY OFFERED NO. EVIDENCE 


Porter Stocks Read His Statement 
Yesterday Morning. 


ANOTHER JUROR WAS TAKEN SICK.

A Lot of Witness6s Were Introduced in 
Rebuttal of Stocks’s Statement—Mr. 
Reuben Arnold Speaks. 


' ‘Argument was commenced in the Stocks 
ease yesterday afternoon at a few minutes 
past 3 o'clock, Mr. Reuben Arnold making 
the opening speech. 

This morning, at 9 o’clock, Colonel W. 
©. Glenn, the able counsel for the prosecu- 
tion, will follow for the state, and attempt 
to remove the impression made yesterday 
afternoon by Mr. Arnold. Hon. J.T. 
Glenn speaks after Colonel Glenn for the 
Mefense, and then Colonel Wellborn Bray, 
Solicitor Charley Hill and Colcnel Reuben 
Arnold will be the order. 

‘This is an unusual arrangement, and was 
secured by the defense not introducing any 
evidence. According to law, when the de- 


fendant waives the right to introduce testi- | 


privilege of 


mony, it gives to him the 
speech, 


making the opening and closing 
The action of the defense in this matter 
Wis anticipated in yesterday moreing s 
Constitution, and, as was stated then, the 
only testimony brought forward by the 
counsel for was the statement of 
the defendant. 

The statement of Stocks was substan- 
tially the same as the one he made at the 
former trial, with the exception of an ad- 
dition, which was the statement of facts 
that occurred after and since his last ar- 
raigument. In this lately added portion, 
Stocks calls attention to the fact that 
while he has been confined in Fulton county 
jail he has had several chances 
of escape offered him. He _ stated that 
upon ene occasion, when three or four 
prisoners made ‘good their the 
jailers were locked up, and that he aided 
in restoring order in the prison after having 
released the jailers. 

After Porter Siocks read his statement, 
the state began to introduce evidence in 
rebuttal. Witness after witness testified 
that Cassin’s character was that of a 
peaceable man. Mrs. Echols, the sister 
of Alph Cassin, was introduced during the 
afternoon to testify as to the dying declara- 
tion of her brother. This evidence was 
Wanted to rebut the statement of Stocks 
ju regard to the position Cassin was in 
when the shooting occurred. The prosetu- 
tion was dependent upon the dying deeclifra- 
tion of Cassin in this especial instance, 
but the defense objected to Mrs. Echols 
Stating anything that the deceased had 
told her, as it was a dying declaration, 
and no foundation had been laid for it. 
After a lengthy argument upon this poiat, 
the judge sustained the objection of de- 
fendant’s counsel. 

One of the incidents of the trial early 
yesterday morning was the temporary ill- 
ness of Juror J. H. Cooper. Cooper tackled 
a strong cigar just after eating a heavy 
breakfast, and the combination. proved too 
much for him. In a few minutes after he 
reached the jury room he began to feel 
the bad effects of his previous enjoyment. 
One of the jurors had the impoliteness to 
tell Cooper that he had every symptom 
of nicotine poisoning, and the juror de- 
manded that a physician be sent for, post- 
haste. The doctor summoned proved to 
be Cooper's family physician, Dr. Harris, 
who was allowed to enter the jury room 
and give the sick man the necessary at- 
tention. On an examination, it was de- 
veloped that the juror had a severe attack 
of cramps, mingled with a sickness at the 
stomach. He was quickly swacddled up 
in a large-sized mustard plaster bandage, 
and in forty-five minutes it had drawn all 
the bad effects of the cigar out of the juror’s 
system, and then he was able to appear in 
the jury box. Although his illness was of 
short duration, Cooper had the appearance 
of a faded morning glory, and his limpness 
was of the dishrag order. He announced 
rivately to his physician that in the future 

e would let the mustard plaster draw on 
the cigars he felt like smoking. 

Porter Stocks’s statement. 

No sooner had court been called to order 
than Hon. J. T. Glenn arose and stated 
for the ‘defense: 

“Your honor, we will introduce no evi- 
dence whatever, as we do not think it 
necessary, but the defendant will make 
his statement to the court and jury.” 

Porter Stocks, with a large roll of legal 
paper in hig hand, mounted the stand and 
took a seat in the witness chair. He asked 
for a glass of water, which was handed 
him. 

“Take your time, Porter,” cautioned Hon. 
J. T. Glenn; “read slowly and distinetly”’ 

Stocks began to read his statement, his 
Voice trembling with emotion, but the noiee 
in the courtroom was such that he could 
not be heard. This was caused by the 
crowd. The moment notice was given 
that there would be no witnesses intro- 
duced for the defense, but that Stocks 
would simply make his Statement, the 
audience began to suddenly inerease, and 
to surge and push around the bar with 
renewed interest. After the noise was 
stopped, Stocks began to read again, and 
When he reached the portion referring to 
bis wife, tears came into his eyes, and he 
displayed his feeling in the trembling of 
his lips; his voice became indistinct, and 
he destroyed the sound by placing his hand 
over his mouth to hide his weakness,

I was treated by Cassin as no other man 
ever Was. I have had three or four oppor- 
tunities to escape, but feeling my innocence 
have not done so.

she BMvyiuience in Rebuttal. 


The reading of the defendant's statement 
by himself occupied but a short while, and 
the state began to introduee evidence in 
rebuttal immediately. 

The tirst witness was John Martin, who 
denied the entire story of StoCkKs, inasmuch 
as Stocks stated that he was too intimate 
with Mrs. Porter Stocks. Martin stated 
that his acquaintance with Mrs. Stocks 
was very slight, and that he had boarded at 
Lithia Springs at the same hotel. 

“He never at any time spoke to me,” 
said the witness, “about his wife. I met 
himr on the street once, and he said that he 
Was going to »uy some morphine. I told 
him not to, that he was too drunk, and 
not to do it. He then kept saying that 
he was going to slap somcbody’s face, and 
I asked him if it wags mine, and he replied 
maybe. He said that if he had a gun he 
would shoo. my heart out, and drew a 
knife, which I took away from him and 
afterwards guve back tw him. He after- 
wards apologized ‘to me.” 

Holland Was Slightiy Agitated. 

The next witness was P. J. Fitzgerald, 
who worked in S. TT. Grady’s saloon at 
the time of the killing of Cassin by Stocks. 
He said that Ed Holland came into the 
saloon about ten minutes to 7 o'clock and 
took a drink of whisky. Somebody came 
by and said that Porter Stocks had shot 
Alvh Cassin. Holland then exclagned: 
“hor God’s sake, don’t say I was in here.’’ 
He then took another drink. 

Two Negro W ituesses. 


Celie Moultrie, a negro who worked at 
Redd’s stables at the time of the shooting. 
testified that he saw no pistol on Cassin, 
but on cross-examination said that he did 
not search for any weapon. 

Charley Zachry testified that he heard 
the pistol shot and rushed to the stable 
oflice, and, just as he was going in, a man 
ran out and nearly ran over him. He 
didn’t know anything about him except 
that it wags a white man. Had never seen 
him before or since. 

kur Koth state and Defendant. 


Mr. T. CG. Dodd was the next witness, 
and is th® only one who was summoned by 
both the state and the defense. 

“Il saw Cassin and Stocks together,” said 
Dodd, “tat the Kimball house on the morn- 
ing of the day of the shooting. Cassin 
began to reprove Stocks about the trouble 
that he had«with Martin. Stocks asked 
him if he wanted to take it up. Cassin 
replied that he did not. Stocks then told 
him to keep his mouth shut; that he had 
apologized to Martin, and that the trouble 
only concerned Martin and himself. Cas- 
sin told him that if he kept on abusing 
people like he had Martin that he would 
get plugged, yet.” 

On cross-examination, he said: 

“We all three walked out of the Kimball 
house and stopped at the entrance of the 
Metropolitan hotel. After we got to the 
Metropolitan, Cassin invited me to go to 
ride with him, but I declined. as it was 
too cold. Stocks then spoke up and said 
that he would go. Cassin asked him who 
had invited him. Stocks replied that he 
invited himself; and we all laughed. They 
then wanted me to go and take a drink, 
Cassin doing the inviting, but I refused. 
and told them that they would end in a 
fight if they didn’t watch out. 

“T regarded Cassin as a dangerous man 
when he was drinking. He tried to shoot 
me, one Memorial Day, several years ago.” 

W. ii. Myers’s Testimony Kead. 

Mr. W. H. Myers was attending a 
funeral, and, by the consent of both sides, 
his testimony was read. It referred to the 
fact that the witness had helped remove 
Cassin upstairs, and had not seen any 
weapon, 

Alph Caassin’s Peaceable Character. 

R. T. Shumate, John McWaters, Mark 
Goldsmith, Professor W. M. Slaton and 
W. A. Long were witnesses who testified 
as to the peaceable character of Cassin, 
the deceased.

nisued with a stove, some rough furniiure 
snd two wide and very flat beds. On one ot 
the beds j.ee Sing, @ Venerable Chinaman 
from Chinatown, Cal., lay puiling away at 
his pipe as if his lite depended upon it. ‘The 
curivusly-shaped pipe was held over an ol- 
coho] lamp, and between the hump and the 
opening in the pipe the smoker heid a smail 
pul of opium on the end of a Jong needle. 
He drank in the fumes of the drug with 
great delight, not even looking up when the 
detective and reporter entered. He = fin- 
ished his smoke and climbed down from the

“Melican men” hit the pipe in his establish- 
meut, declaring that 1t made them. sick.
